In view of so many high school and college graduates coming annually from 
our halls of learning, it is imperative that the rising generation be given every 
opportunity to equip itself to meet the demands of its age. A Christian educa- 
tion enriches the self and society. As Ex-president Harding has said, “Chris- 
tian education is essential to Christian citizenship, and right civic leadership.” 
With our rapid means of communication, we are world citizens. It is necessary 
to have much information about world problems in order to meet world needs. 

In order to acquire this preparation, class room instruction is necessary. 
We have Central Academy and College with its efficient Christian teachers, its 
ennobling ideals of Christian character, its freedom from liberalism, destructive 
criticism, and the modern theories of evolution, its modern equipment in build- 
ings, laboratory, and library, and it is only just that the church membership of 
this conference cooperate with President Stoll and his colaborers in securing 
funds and students for the maintenance of the institution.

The district elders appointed Rey. C. J. Burnett as conference treasurer. 
The conference board of trustees elected George Lingren to fill vacancy, and 
Rey. A. L. Berry as secretary. 

A resolution was read before the conference, and on motion adopted, recom- 
mending first, that we accept the responsibility of active financial and moral 
support of the initiative amendment, making it legal to read the Bible in the 
publie schools of the State of California, at the coming state election in Novem- 
ber, 1926. Second, inasmuch as this is the four hundredth anniversary of the 
translation of the New Testament into English by William Tyndale, we recom- 
mend to all our Sunday-schools and churches that suitable anniversary services 
be arranged during the months of September and October, in which great em- 
phasis should be laid upon the importance of carrying the amendment at the 
state election in November, 1926. Third, that we hereby request the pastors to 
put a notice of the constitutional amendment upon the Bible in their church bul- 
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letins, beginning September first until election day. Fourth, that we hereby ap- 
point the district elders to represent this organization in a general special com- 
mittee which may be appointed for the purpose of planning an effective cam- 
paign for carrying the amendment.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE 


“Hallow ye the Sabbath day” is a command that is as binding upon the 
Christian man or woman as the command, “Thou shalt not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain,” or “Thou shalt not kill,” ete. 

We would call your attention to the fact; That the essential element in the 
law of the Sabbath is of perpetual obligation. Several non-essentials have been 
altered, or have passed away; e. g., instead of observing the seventh, we observe 
the first day of the week; instead of reckoning the day from sunset to sunset, 
we reckon it from midnight to midnight, and many things as to the mode of its 
observance have passed away. But the spirit and substance of the law is as 
binding now as ever it was. Worship for the soul and rest for the body are 
two of the deepest needs of men. The institution of the Sabbath is designed to 
meet these needs. ‘The Sabbath was made for man,” and man can not do with- 
out it. If any man fails to observe religiously the Lord’s day, he does so at his 
own loss or peril. 

Quoting from F. W. Robertson, M. A. ‘Experience tells us, after a trial, 
that those Sundays are the happiest, the purest, the most rich in blessing, in 
which the spiritual part has been attended to: those in which the business let- 
ter was put aside, and the profane literature not opened, and the ordinary oc- 
cupations entirely suspended ;—those in which as in the temple of Solomon, 
the sound of the earthly hammer has not been heard in the temple of the soul: 
for this is, in fact, the very distinction between the spirit of the Jewish Sab- 
bath and the spirit of the Christian Lord’s Day. The one is chiefly for the body 
—“Thou shalt do no manner of work.” The other is principally for the soul— 
“T was in the spirit on the Lord’s day.” 

The awful desecration of the Lord’s day which everywhere presents itself 
to our view, in scenes of pleasure, business and dissipation, is at once a foul 
blot upon our national character, and a source of humiliation and sorrow to 
the sincere Christian. 

The Sabbath is not a holiday but a holy day, and it is incumbent upon 
us that we “Remember the Sabbath Day to keep it holy.”

A great statesman is reported to have said to one who sought of him an in- 
terview concerning secular matters on the Lord’s day, “I must keep one day in 
which to realize what I am and where I am going.” A world without a Sab- 
bath, says Mr. Beecher, would be like a man without a smile, like a summer 
without flowers, like a homestead without a garden. It is the joyous day of 
the whole week. 

The question may well be asked, Have we as a people divine convictions 
regarding the authority ‘and obligation of the Sabbath? Does our example cor- 
respond with our profession? Are we in any measure being swayed from our 
eonvictions by the tidal wave of worldliness that is sweeping over our land? Is 
the automobile being made a blessing or curse? Are we pleasure riding on Sun- 
day afternoons? Do we use the post-office for our mail on Sunday mornings? 
Do we use the kodak for church work or otherwise on this consecrated day? 
Are we found among the picnicers on that day? Does the Sunday newspaper 
decorate our porch and tables? Beloved, these are just a few questions that 
may well set us to thinking, and which correspond with the word of God in 
Isaiah 58: 13, “If thou turn away thy foot from the sabbath, from doing 
thine own pleasure on my holy day; and call the sabbath a delight, the holy 
of the Lord, honorable; and shalt honor him, not doing thine own ways, nor 
finding thine own pleasure, nor speaking thine own words, then shalt thou de- 
light thyself in the Lord, and I will cause thee to ride upon the high places of 
the earth, and feed thee with the heseee of Jacob thy father; for the mouth 
of the Lord hath spoken it.”

LORNE PARK SEMINARY 


In the earliest days of Canadian Free Methodism there existed a conviction 
that one of the first needs of the new work was a Canadian Free Methodist 
school. About forty years ago, in the pioneer days of the Canada conference, 
an evangelist, Martha Stonehouse, left in her will a thousand dollars, the in- 





eS a 
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terest of which was to be used to assist ‘worthy students in such an institution. 
Her vision has been shared with the leaders of the Canadian work throughout 
the years that have passed, and in the conference minutes of 1912 the report 
on education presented to the Western Canada Conference has a paragraph 
which reads: ‘We strongly feel the need of a Canadian church school, and 
‘through the twilight see the streaks of dawn’. . .We earnestly hope in the good 
providence of God the time will come when under strong patronage a Canadian 
Free Methodist seminary will open her doors to our young people.” 

The long twilight has at last burst into a glorious dawn. During the past 
year twenty-five students have received instruction at a Canadian Free Meth- 
odist school, Lorne Park Seminary. The spiritual returns have been the joy of 
those who have had charge. Again and again students have testified: ‘This 
school has been the means of my salvation.” Throughout the entire year the 
seal of the Holy Spirit’s outpouring has been upon every means of grace. One 
conservative minister, after two weeks of residence in the seminary, declared: 
“This place is a hot-bed of revivalism.” 

Academically, the work given has been equal to that of the best public and 
high schools. All students are admitted to the regular departmental examina- 
tions and if successful are granted the same certificates as candidates from any 
Ontario schools. At the Junior High School entrance, Lower School and Mid- 
dle School examinations last June the students produced excellent results. One 
of the chief purposes for which the seminary was founded was to provide for 
the training of those called to the Christian ministry, and a Bible training de- 
partment offered those studies which contribute to the knowledge of God and 
ministerial efficiency. 

The seminary is located eleven miles west of Toronto, almost on the boun- 
dary line between the Hast and West Ontario Conferences. In every direction 
is a well-settled community of beautiful homes and gardens. The Credit River 
winds picturesquely through the valley just to the north, while a mile and a 
half to the south the wide expanse of Lake Ontario moderates the temperature 
in winter and gives its cooling breezes in summer. The property comprises 
twenty-six acres of land suitable for farm and garden use, a cherry orchard and 
many apple, plum and pear trees. One substantial four-story building com- 
posed of stone and brick, and containing thirty-eight rooms, houses the resi- 
dential students. The property also includes one six-room frame house and one 
four-room stone house: 

Now the call comes to every minister and to every laymen to stand behind 
the seminary with his moral and financial support. Only by united effort can 
this great work succeed. 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 


1. That Friday, October 30, be observed by the conference as a day of fast- 
ing and prayer for the seminary. 

2. That every pastor heed the disciplinary advice and preach a sermon 
on Christian education Sunday, November 1, at which time they shall take a 
special offering to be turned to the financial agent of our school. 

3. That our pastors induce our people who have means, to leave some por- 
tion to Lorne Park Seminary when making final disposition of their property. 

4. That our pastors urge our members and adherents on their: cireuits to 
send their young people to our own church school.

MISCELLANEOUS 


The forty-second session of the Hast Michigan Conference was, held in 
Woodland Park, Ithaca, Michigan, August 11-16, 1925. Bishop William Pearce 
was again present and presided to the satisfaction of all. His conference ad- 
dresses and sermons were appreciated by every one. There was a net gain of 
71 full members during the past year, making a total of 2,509. The St. Johns 
District gained 20 members; the Flint District, 44; the Bay City District, 3; 
the Alpena District, 24, while the Port Huron District lost 20. There was also 
noted a net gain of 18 probationers, making a total of 347. The St. Johns Dis- 
trict lost 9 probationers; the Flint District, 8; the Port Huron District, 9, 
while the Bay City District gained 2 and the Alpena District 42. The plan of 
establishing an Old People’s Home was abandoned temporarily. The history of 
the East Michigan Conference, written by Rev. M. DeVoist at the direction of 
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the conference, was delivered by the printer and first offered for sale during the 
session. It treats of each society, district, and the conference as a whole from 
its inception until the present time. The book contains 550 pages, with nu- 
merous cuts and sells by action of conference for $1.75. Copies may be secured 
from the author, 738 Lingle Avenue, Owosso, Michigan. 

It was voted to raise a sum equal to forty cents per member for conference 
missions, from which the following appropriations were made: Alpena dis- 
trict elder, $100; Racy, Fergus, Brant and Brady, $25; Romeo and Washington, 
$40; Marine City, $40; Harbor Beach and Town Line, $25; Caro and Akron, 
$20; Hockaday and Sherman, $35; Standish and Whitefeather, $20; Rose City, 
$20; Atlanta, Lewiston and Eldorado Schoolhouse, $150; Hillman, Barnes Set- 
tlement and High Schoolhouse, $20; Wolverine, Vanderbilt and Ashley School- 
house, $25; Afton and Mullet Lake Schoolhouse, $20; Onaway, South Ellis and 
Millersburg, $20; Fraser and Kawkawlin, $40; Coleman and Luman, $20. 

It was also decided to request the following appropriations from the Gen- 
eral Mission Fund: Racy, Fergus, Brant and Brady, $75; Harbor Beach and 
Town Line, $50; Marine City, $50; Rose City, $80; Fraser and Kawkawlin, $25; 
Hockaday and Sherman, $50; Atlanta, Lewiston and Eldorado Schoolhouse, 
$100; Hillman, Barnes Settlement and High Schoolhouse, $50; Wolverine, Van- 
derbilt and Ashley Schoolhouse, $40; Afton and Mullet Lake Schoolhouse, $40; 
Onaway, South Ellis and Millersburg, $40; Romeo, Washington and Almont, 
$80. It was also decided to raise at least five cents per member for the benefit 
of Robert Parker. The St. Johns, Flint and Port Huron Districts were each in- 
structed to raise $50 for the Alpena district elder. Each district elder was di- 
rected to take free-will offering on his last round of quarterly meetings to help 
defray the expenses of the next session of conference. Each quarterly confer- 
ence was directed to elect one to serve on the committee to arrange for the next 
session of conference, one to serve on the boarding tent committee for 1926, and 
one to serve on the special stewardship fund committee. 

The special stewardship fund treasurer reported that $2,378.55 had been 
paid into that fund during the year. 

The treasurer of the W. M. S. reported as follows: Junior meetings at 
eonference, $6.25; two-thirds of conference collection, $170.00; St. Johns Dis- 
trict, $1,464.47; Port Huron District, $1,156.49; Flint District, $2,204.38; Bay 
City District, $854.17; Alpena District, $252,67. Total, $6,108.43.

Resolved, That we as a conference sorely regret this condition of things 
among us, and with deep humility and prayer, we earnestly entreat our pastors 
and district elders to urge more insistently that our people observe the dis- 
ciplinary requirement of fasting and prayer on the Friday preceding each quar- 
terly meeting, and also that we restore to their usual place in the program the 
Friday evening and Saturday afternoon services, and in this manner restore

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


ON MEMOIRS 


The Rey. J. C. Bailey was born near Harvel, Illinois, November 5, 1880, and 
departed this life August 29, 1924, in his forty- fourth year, at the home of his 
brother, Rey. T. A. Bailey, of Hillsboro, Illinois. He was married to Miss Cas- 
sie Kitsmiller, of Alton, Illinois, March 30, 1904. ‘To this union were born two 
sons, Earl and LaVern. He leaves, besides his wife, two sisters, Mrs. Frank 
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Anthony and Mrs. William T. Kelly; also three brothers, Rev. T. A. Bailey, 
William H. and Charles M. He was converted at the Durley camp meeting in 
1909 and united with the newly organized society at Alton, Illinois, and at once 
became a leader. He was a good machinist, and as foreman received good 
wages, and being consecrated to God, he gave liberally to carry on the local 
work. He was soon granted exhorter’s license, and then local preacher’s, and 
in 1919 united with the Central Illinois Conference, at Sorento, Illinois. He 
brought up his course of study and was ordained deacon at Centralia, Illinois, 
in 1921. At the time of his death he was serving the Laclede and St. James 
circuit, to which he was returned from the conference held at Pana, Illinois. 
He served the following circuits: Bingham, Belleville, Litchfield, and St. 
James. Rev. W. D. Cochran officiated at the funeral services. Text, 2 Tim. 
4:6-8. The district elders and many of the preachers of the conference were 
present and rendered assistance and sympathy to the bereaved family. This 
seemed to be a very strange providence. A young man of strong physique and 
striking personality, and developing into a. strong preacher. He was always 
cheerful and carried a smile for every one.. He was known to often give ex- 
pression to shouts of victory in the praise services he attended, and, best of all, 
he kept the shout to the end. His last words as he lifted up his hands were, 
“Hallelujah, I am ready!” 

As members of this conference and all who knew him we join in saying, 
“Farewell, my brother, till we meet you in that city where ‘The tabernacle of 
God is with men and He will dwell with them and they shall be His people and 
God Himself shall be with them and be their. God, and God shall wipe away 
all tears from their eyes and there shall be no more death, neither sorrow, nor 
erying, neither shall there be any more pain for the former things are passed 
away.’”

MISCELLANEOUS 


The sixty-first annual session of the Michigan Conference was held at Ben- 
ton Harbor, Michigan, in the United Brethren Church, August 19-22, 1925. 
Bishop William Pearce, who presided, was never more appreciated by the con- 
ference. His sermons and addresses were an uplift to the saints and a great 
blessing to all in attendance at the conference. 

The pastor with his faithful wife and the pilgrims and friends certainly 
did all in their power to provide for the conference and visitors. This was no 
small task, as there were 288 to be fed Sunday noon and over 200 in attendance 
at the conference. No one was restricted in attendance, and all were well cared 
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for free of charge. No conference was ever better provided for with an abun- 
dance and splendid variety of well prepared food. 

The usual spirit of liberality was manifest. One thousand six hundred dol- 
lars was raised to clear the debt on the local church and parsonage which had 
been greatly improved of late and put in the best of repair. 

Rey. W. B. Olmstead and wife were with us, as well as Clara Hayden, our 
returned missionary from the Dominican Republic. 

The addresses given by Brother Olmstead and wife and Sister Hayden in 
the missionary meeting Sunday afternoon were greatly appreciated by those 
present. Over $1,050 was given and subscribed for missionary work. One hun: 
dred dollars was raised for Brother Hibbard, the local pastor, who served the 
conference with a glad heart and a saintly smile from beginning to end. 

The conference took action ordering that $600 be raised during the year on 
the following circuits in quarterly payments and be sent to the treasurer of the 
conference to be disbursed as follows on the poorer circuits: 1. That $75 be 
raised at each of the following places or circuits: First Church, Detroit; Sec- 
ond Church; Detroit; Battle Creek, Kalamazoo and Spring Arbor. 2. That $40 
be raised on each of the following circuits: Adrian, Ann Arbor, Jackson, Cold- 
water, Ypsilanti, and Wayne. 38. That $20 be raised on each of the following 
eircuits: Watervliet and Coloma, South Quincy and Bethel, Petersburg, Town 
Line and Prairie, and Milan circuit. 

The treasurer was instructed to disburse the funds as ordered raised above, 
as follows, in equal quarterly payments to the various pastors on the circuits: 
South Haven, Vicksburg, Benton Harbor, Sherwood, Temperance, Ferndale and 
Redford and Hudson. 

The conference requested that the following amounts be granted to the va- 
rious circuits by the General Missionary Board from the general mission funds 
the coming year: Temperance and Ida, $50; Hudson and Ransom, $50; Fern- 
dale and Redford, $50; South Haven, $50; Benton Harbor, $50; Vicksburg, $50. 

The conference took action relative to the paying of expenses incurred by 
the members of the committee appointed by the conference in their traveling ex- 
penses and costs of the incorporation and securing of the charter of the home at 
Owosso, the same to be paid from the conference mission funds. This action 
was taken in view of the fact that the Hast Michigan as well as the Michigan 
Conference had taken action to release all claim to the property and funds 
willed for the old people’s home at Owosso. 

The conference elected the following committee to confer with a like com- 
mittee from the Hast Michigan Conference relative to the establishing of an old 
people’s rest home in Michigan: W. C. Muffitt, H. Montgomery, B. H. Alberts. 

The W. M.S. reported $4.680.76 raised during the conference year.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON EDUCATION 


Educational problems are among the most important before us today. The 
organized effort of modernism to banish the Word of God from the schools and 
to impose the teachings of the evolutionary theory and other forms of material- 
ism upon our educational system is the occasion of deep concern on the part 
of every lover of Bible truth. 

The materialistic tendency of modern education is becoming more and more 
apparent to those who are able to “discern the signs of the times.” The elim- 
ination of the supernatural element from Christian faith and experience is the 
natural result of such a tendency. We tremble for the moral and spiritual 
safety of our young people who receive their training at the paganized univer- 
sities of our land. The overstressing of the study of psychology has had its in- 
fluence over our youth and has caused some of them to question the genuineness 
of Christian teaching and experience. We do not believe an unregenerate psy- 
chologist can understand or explain the operation of the Holy Ghost, neither 
can he discern or appreciate the experiences of a truly spiritual .man. 

Much is said among us in these days of “training for leadership.” Before 
one can be a leader of men, he must first be a follower and disciple of the Lord 
Jesus, who has said, “He that would be the greatest among you, let him be the 
servant of all,” and, “He that humbleth himself shall be exalted.” 

An education that has a tendency away from Christian service and whole- 
hearted consecration has a radical defect in it somewhere. The young people 
who are graduated from our schools should be more spiritual, other things be- 
ing equal, than when they enter upon their school career. They should not be 
on the market for big salaries in worldly positions if they have entered our 
schools to train for the Christian ministry. We do not wish to be pessimistic, 
but we have known several instances where such has been the case. 

In these days when the insidious attacks of modernism are being felt 
throughout the church at large we should be on our guard lest it gain a foot- 
hold in Free Methodism. Our young people should be thoroughly indoctrinated 
in the fundamentals of Christianity. Courses in Christian evidences should be 
offered by our schools. Care should be exercised in the choice of text-books. 
We rejoice that our schools have thus far stood for the Bible and orthodoxy. 
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While correct doctrine is not a substitute for deep spirituality, it is an indispu- 
table framework for a genuine Christian experience. 

We would urge our people to continue their support of our Free Methodist 
schools, especially of Spring Arbor Seminary and Junior College and of Green- 
ville College. Let us pray for our schools that spirituality of a high type may 
prevail, resulting in the conversion and sanctification of the students in attend- 
ance; let us patronize our schools by sending our young people to them as stu- 
dents; let us give of our means as God has prospered us in aiding this part of 
the work of the church which we love. If there is criticism, let it be made in a 
kindly, helpful spirit and let it be constructive in nature rather than destruc- 
tive. Our young people should be one of the greatest assets of our work from 
the human side. In order that they may mean the most to God and His king- 
dom they should be consecrated by godly parents, reared around family altars, 
and trained by Christian schools which are centers of spiritual life, light and 
fire. 


II.—_ON PUBLICATIONS 


As the child’s body can not properly grow and develop without a sufficient 
amount of wholesome and nourishing food, so neither can the mind and soul be 
properly trained and developed without a proper regard for the sources of mind 
and soul food. 

Among all the agencies operating for good or evil, there is none more po- 
tent than the printing press. To a very great extent it shapes the policies and 
practises of individuals, homes, communities and nations. It often determines 
the destinies of nations and fixes the beliefs of souls and thus determines their 
future for eternity. 

The reader of fiction often has a false conception of life; therefore, the 
cheap novel and a great portion of the reading in the cheap book stores is dam- 
aging in tendency and misleading in morals. 

In our humble opinion the Sunday newspaper, with its vile and suggestive 
pictures, is one of the great contributing causes of so much juvenile delinquency. 
The religious press is often unsound and misleading in its teaching. Our people 
would do well to safeguard their children and homes by eliminating all un- 
wholesome literature. 

At the present time there is much said and written in favor of the theory 
of evolution, and against the teaching of the Bible. This is having its influ- 
ence on our young people. 

We heartily recommend Mr. Bryan’s book, “In His Image,” and call es- 
pecial attention to the speech of this great man prepared for the Scopes trial 
and printed in full in the Free Methodist. 

Our people should :all take the Free Methodist, for there is none better. 
' We would recommend the Missionary Tidings, the Sunday School Worker, and 
our Sunday-school periodicals as among the best in their line. 

Our own publishing house should be patronized and supported by our ped: 
ple. “Hogue’s History of the Free Methodist Church” and “The Holy Spirit, a 
Study,” by the same author, “Holiness and the Human Hlement,” by Baldwih; 
“The Possibilities of Grace,” by Lowrey, are all worthy of careful reading. 

Above all other publications, the Bible should not be neglected. It is a light 
to our pathway, a guide to our feet, a safe and sound chart to follow. In a 
word, it is the Book of Books.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
ON MEMOIRS 


Rey. William Bryenton was born January 11, 1852, at Union Road, Prince 
Edward Island, Canada, and died suddenly at his home in Oil City, Pennsylva- 
nia, May 14, 1925. He was married at Summerside in 1883 to Miss Bessie Lid- 
stone of West Cape, Prince Hdward Island. To them were born eight children: 
Sherman B., Belle M., Verna V., Frank V., Althea L., wife of Wallace Johnson, 
Clark M., Dr. Carl R., and Dr. Paul T.—these with the exception of Belle M., 
who died in her fifteenth year, with the widow and four brothers and three sis- 
ters survive. In young manhood Brother Bryenton was clearly converted and 
joined the Bible Christian Church. Shortly after his conversion he felt that 
his life work was to be a minister of the gospel. To this conviction he was ever 
true, never turning aside, but continued faithful to the end. The Sunday before 
his departure he preached morning and evening, his last text being “The sword 
of the Lord and Gideon.” Upon coming to the United States our brother joined 
the Methodist Protestant Church, where he labored for some years. Feeling 
his need of heart purity he earnestly sought and soon received the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit. Immediately he commenced to tell and preach of his new ex- 
perience. Opposition arose which later became so intense that a severance of 
denominational affiliation was a necessity. Later Brother Bryenton heard of 
the Free Methodist Church and joined the Oil City Conference, serving the fol- 
lowing circuits or eharges: Mercer, New Castle, Arlington Avenue, Titusville, 
Erie, Oil City, Second Church, and Union City. He served as district elder of 
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the Oil City District for four years and was a member of the General Confer- 
ence of 1915. It was while serving his second pastorate at Oil City, Second 
Church, that death took place. Brother Bryenton was a good man. He loved 
his people and his people loved him. He was amiable, consecrated, faithful, 
earnest, holy. If the attempt were made to characterize William Bryenton by a 
single word, there is perhaps no word more nearly approaching correctness than 
“loyalty.” He was most loyal to God, the Bible, and the church. He was a 
man of decided principles and strong convictions. His life was marked by 
purity. It clarified his motives, his speech and his judgment of others. He had 
no toleration for mere pretense, nor mere sham. They were abhorrent to his 
very nature and he was not slow to condemn them. Brother Bryenton was a 
sound expounder of the Holy Scriptures. Early in life he was thoroughly in- 
structed in the great doctrines of the Bible as set forth in the standards of 
Methodism. These he loved, these he admired, to them he held most tenaciously 
unto the end. He was a most able preacher of the doctrines of “Heart Purity” 
and “Our Lord’s Return.” As a father he did not leave his sons and daughters 
the riches of this world, but what is far better the monument of a good name 
based on loyalty to his convictions and to Jesus Christ; and whose words were 
like “apples of gold in pictures of silver.” What he was as a husband it is not 
for me to write. The memories enshrined within the sanctuary of the heart of 
her with whom he journeyed so many years in life are all too sacred for an at- 
tempt to penetrate. Such was William Bryenton; such was his life; such was 
his work ; such was his reward: ‘“‘Well done, thou good and faithful servant... 
enter thou into the joy of thy Lord.” The funeral services were held in the 
First Church, Oil City, Pennsylvania, the attendance filling the church and Sun- 
day-school auditoriums. Much of the presence of the Holy Spirit was felt dur- 
ing the services which were conducted by Rev. Mendal B. Miller, assisted by 
Revs. A. J. Hill, A. H. M. Zahniser, E. Blews and D. B. Tobey. Just before the 
benediction the twenty-five or more preachers present gathered in a circle 
around the casket, united in singing a hymn so greatly prized by the departed, 
“There is a fountain filled with blood.” In Greenwood Cemetery, Titusville, 
Pennsylvania, all that was mortal was carefully borne to the grave by confer- 
ence preachers. Farewell, thou man of God, herald of the Cross, friend, brother 
beloved.

-with courage and a renewed determination to see greater and better results. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I—ON TITHING 


The question of tithing is one of the most important and at the same time 
one of the most debated questions which the church has to deal with in carrying 
on the work of God. 

Many of our older members, and some of the younger ones, do not seem to 
see the importance of proportionate giving, nor do they profess to see that God 
requires it in His Word. 

Under theocratic government God’s people give tithes. Note Gen. 14: 20, 
where Abraham gave tithes to Melchizedek. Under the Mosaic law the Israel- 
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ites were required to give as God prospered them, and were called robbers of 
God when they did not bring in tithes. And in Christ’s teachings, when pro- 
nouncing a woe on the scribes and Pharisees he said, “Ye pay tithe of mint and 
anise and cummin and have omitted the weightier matters of the law, judg- 
ment, mercy and faith: these ought ye to have done, and not leave the other 
undone” (Matt. 23: 23). 

We often hear people say, “I do not keep any record, but I know that I give 
more than one-tenth of my income.” That is the same as saying, “I do not 
know what I am doing, but I know I am doing it.” 

If God required His people to tithe under the law and gives us to under- 
stand that grace is a more perfect plan, surely we should do as much, and we 
do not know we are doing as much unless we have a system or plan to work to. 
And what plan can surpass God’s plan—tithing? 

Some one will say, “If I hold myself to a system in supporting the gospel, 
will it not militate against spirituality?’ We might as well ask the same ques- 
tion about having stated times of prayer or public worship, and the answer is 
always “No.” 

But says one, “If I tithe, is that all I will have to do?’ We answer, “No.” 
No more than having stated times of prayer would excuse us from being in a 
spirit of prayer at all times. 

Another asks, “Should I pay God tithes while I am in debt to my fellow 
man?” By all means we should put God and His work foremost in all our plans, 
and we owe God more truly than any man. We should not pay our other debts 
with God’s money. But says one, “I can not afford to tithe.” We would say, 
You can not afford not to tithe, for the Word of God and the experience of His 
people teach that if we bring in the tithes He will open the windows of heaven 
and pour out a blessing that we will not be able to contain. Our farmer folk 
sometimes say, “I do not know how to figure out my tithe.” It is a fact that 
there is no other class of people who have ‘so complicated a business as the 
farmer, and usually no class keeps so little record of its operations. 

Now we would advise any farmer who is honestly seeking the way to tithe, 
to first ask God for guidance and then arrange as complete a system of book- 
keeping as he is capable of carrying out, giving credit for house rent, food, and 
so forth, which is used for family comfort and necessity, and then tithe the net 
income. The farmer who does this puts himself on an equal footing with the 
merchant and wage earner who tithes. If his income is much, he has much for 
God. If his income is small, he has little for the Lord’s work, and yet he is giv- 
ing just as much in God’s sight. The object of tithing is that we may be sure 
that we are doing what we should financially for the work of God. 

We believe that if every one in the Free Methodist Church would honestly 
and conscientiously tithe his income, we would have plenty of money for our 
home work and to expand our missionary enterprises, both at home and in the 
foreign land, and we would not be compelled to dampen our meetings by long, 
drawn-out appeals for money. However, there is much to encourage us along 
this line, for the majority of our spiritual young people who will soon be the 
back-bone of the church are quick to see the need of systematic support of the 
gospel.

A communication was received from Bishop W. H. Clark stating that be- 
eause of his physical condition he was under the necessity of tendering his res- 
ignation as bishop. He wrote feelingly of his pleasant associations during his 
ministry and asked that he be relieved of further duties. The resignation was 
accepted and the bishops were appointed a committee to write Bishop Clark 
expressing our deep sympathy with him in his affliction and our appreciation 
of the splendid services he has rendered the church during many years in the 
Christian ministry. It was decided inexpedient to elect another bishop at this 
time on account of the near approach of General Conference. 

A memorial was received from the quarterly conference of the Florida Dis- 
trict of the Georgia and Florida Conference concerning the formation of a new 
conference. After due consideration the Committee deemed it not wise to grant 
the petition at this time. 

A petition was presented from the West Ontario Conference asking that 
provision be made for including the West Ontario class organized at Lorne Park 
Seminary in the West Ontario Conference. The Committee recommended that 
the West Ontario Conference and the Hast Ontario Conference adjust the mat- 
ter between themselves.

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The treasurer of the church funds made a full report for the last fiscal 
year. 

At the request of the general missionary secretary, Rev. W. B. Olmstead, 
it was ordered that the Japan Mission Conference should be included in the list 
of Pacific Coast conferences, and that the bishop who holds these conferences 
also hold this conference, or appoint some one to hold it in his stead. 

W. Pearce, D. S. Warner, M. B. Miller, J. M. Daniels, J. A. Watson, B. J. 
Vincent and J. T. Logan were elected directors of the Publishing House. 

Aid was granted from the Church and Parsonage Aid fund to Maple Dale 
and Bruin, Pennsylvania, for the total loss sustained by fire. ‘The trustees of 
the General Conference reported that they had consummated the sale of the 
Sarah J. Lawrence farm, located near McPherson, Kansas, for the sum of 
$14,000. They also reported that C. A. Whitcomb, of Greenville, Illinois, had 
willed to the church his house and lot in Greenville, and that it had been sold 
for a net profit of $1,725. 

The secretary was instructed to solicit place of entertainment for the next 
session of General Conference through the columns of the Free Methodist. 

It was ordered that a sum equal to twenty (20) cents a member be raised 
on the circuits the coming year for bishops’ salaries; that an amount equal to 
eighty-five (85) cents per member be raised for Conference Claimants. This 
does not change the total of these two claims. 

Owing to the large deficit, $16,000, in Conference Claimants’ fund, the Com- 
mittee ordered that the treasurer of the invested funds of the Publishing House 
turn over all the income of the said securities for the present year to the trea- 
surer of the church funds, to apply on the deficit now existing. The publishing 
agent was instructed to turn over to the treasurer of the church funds the net 
profits accruing from Publishing House business for the fiscal year beginning 
April 1, 1925, one-half of the same to be applied to the deficit now existing in 
the Conference Claimants’ fund. A committee consisting of the three bishops 
and Rev. Mendal B. Miller was appointed to formulate a plan to raise money 
for this most needy fund. ; 

Bishop D. S. Warner was elected to fill the vacancy in the General Sun- 
day School Board caused by the resignation of Bishop W. H. Clark, and Miss 
June B. Horning to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of J. B. Lutz. 
H. C. Lindley was elected as a member of the General Board of Education to 
fill the vacancy caused by the withdrawal of H. 8. Dye from the church. 

Permission was given the Missions of Redeeming Love to sell or mortgage 
their property located in St. Louis, Missouri. 

The publishing agent and the editors of the Free Methodist and the Sun- 
day-school publications presented their annual reports. 

A letter was read from F. H. Geiger, of Fredonia, New York, in which it 
was stated that he proposed to give $150 to the Publishing House, the interest 
on which is to be used in sending the Free Methodist to various persons. 

The publishing agent reported that the four lots at Harvey, Illinois, had 
been sold for $500. 

It was decided that we endeavor to raise $50,000 for the Special Steward- 
ship Fund for the coming year, to be apportioned as follows: Conference 
Claimants, $30,000; General Missions, $10,000; Home Missions, $10,000. 

The next annual meeting of the Committee is to convene Wednesday, Octo- 
ber 20, 1926, at 2 P. M. M. B. Mitre, Secretary.

The General Board of Education met in annual session at the Free Meth- 
odist Publishing House, 1182 Washington Boulevard, Chicago, Illinois, October 
20, 1925, at 10 a. M. 

The following members were present: Bishop D. S. Warner, president ; 
Rey. L. Glenn Lewis, general secretary; Revs. BE. A. Andrews, J. U. Randall, 
R. A. Thompson, W. W. Vinson, F. H. Pond, A. J. Damon. A vacancy on the 
Board was filled by the election of HE. C. Lindley. 

Nineteen applications were presented from students attending our schools 
for student loans. A total of $1,550 was granted for this purpose. 

The following recommendations of the committee on annual ULES 
Boards of Education was adopted: 


1. Hold an educational service at each camp meeting and an- 
nual conference at which service an address, or addresses, shall be 
made on the subject of Christian education. 

2. Distribute such literature as can be procured on the sub- 
ject from our general educational secretary. 

8. Call the attention of each pastor to Paragraph 248 of the 

, Discipline and strive to get each to carry out its provision. 

4. Procure names of prospective students for our educational 
institutions and furnish the list to the institution located in the 
patronizing territory of the conference. 

The committee on enlarging the seope of the activities of the Teacher’s 
Bureau reported as follows: 

That the general aioe one secretary be authorized to en- 
large the activities of the work of the Teacher’s Bureau to assist 
our young people throughout the church in securing proper em- 
ployment in various lines of activities. 


An educational conference was held by our school men in Chicago during 
the meeting of the General Board of Education. Most of our educational in- 
stitutions were represented as follows: Greenville College, by President H. G. 
Burritt; Seattle-Pacific College, by President O. E. Tiffany; Central Academy 
and College, by President C. A. Stoll; Wessington Springs Junior College, by 
President Harry B. Ansted; the A. M. Chesbrough Seminary, by President G. 
W. Garlock; Evansville Seminary, by President J. Arthur Howard; Los Ange- 
les-Pacifie Junior College, by President Paul R. Helsel. 

Various general educational interests were considered, some of which were 
presented to the General Board of Hducation for its approval. 

The Board looked with favor upon the recommendation presented by the 
educational conference regarding a denomination-wide endowment campaign to 
be pro-rated to our schools, such campaign to be launched at such a time as 
seems opportune to the best interests of the schools and church. 

The Board unanimously indorsed a public appeal and general effort to 
raise funds throughout the church for Wessington Springs Junior College in or- 
der to meet the present financial crisis which that institution is facing. 

The Board indorsed the recommendation of the committee on annuity bonds 
and recommended the bonds to the consideration of our people. 

A standing committee to meet and cooperate with a like committee from 
the Sunday School Board for the purpose of considering the needs and organi- 
zation of our young people was elected. 

The Board authorized the general educational secretary to cooperate with 
the Los Angeles-Pacific Junior College in the work of Christian education 
among the Japanese of Southern California. 
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Matters pertaining to the educational interests of the church were care- 
fully considered. Steps were taken to strengthen and make more efficient our 


educational program.

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MEETING OF THE GENERAL MISSIONARY BOARD 


The General Missionary Board met for its annual meeting at 1132 Wash- 
ington Boulevard, Chicago, on Thursday, October 22, 1925, at 2p. m. The pres- 
ident, Bishop William Pearce, presided. There were seven sittings, the last one 
closing at 4:30 on the afternoon of the twenty-seventh. All who attended these 
meetings feel that the session was one of great profit. The presence of the 
Lord was constantly manifested among us. i 

The missionary secretary, Rev. W. B. Olmstead, presented his annual re- 

port on our foreign and home work, which embraced several sub-reports dealing 
with special phases of the work. It was ordered that his report on the present 
conditions in China ‘be published in the Free Methodist. Reports were given by 
the field secretary, Rev. F. L. Baker, and the assistant missionary secretary, 
Rev. W. W. Vinson. The treasurer, Rev. Newton W. Fink, presented his re- 
port. 
The following foreign missionaries were present, some for a day or two and 
others throughout the session: Rev. and Mrs. H. H. Wagner, of Japan; Rey. 
Floyd A. Puffer and Miss Helen I. Root, of India; Miss Nellie A. Reed, of Af- 
rica; Miss Kate P. Leininger, of China; and Miss Clara M. Hayden and Miss 
Doane L. Avery, of the Dominican Republic. These missionaries were intro- 
duced to the Board and an hour was set at which time they were given oppor- 
tunity for brief remarks. Rey. B. H. Pearson, representing the home mission 
work among the Mexicans and Japanese in Southern California, and Rev. Simon 
V. Kline, representing the Italian work at Melrose Park, Illinois, were also in 
attendance and made their reports. 

General Conference evangelists Rev. E. Ballenger and Rey. A. D. Zahniser, 
gave their reports of their work during the year. Reports from Rev. A. L. 
Whitcomb and Rev. B. W. Huckabee, General Conference evangelists, who could 
not be present, were read. . 

The following general missionaries reported: Mrs. Rebecca HB. Sellew, Mrs. 
Harriet M. Baker, Mrs. Emma L. Hogue, Mrs. Minnie L. Olmstead and Mrs. 
Mary L. Coleman. 

There were a number of visitors present from time to time. 

The following directors were elected by ballot: Bishop William Pearce, 
Bishop Walter A. Sellew, W. B. Olmstead, Peter White, Mrs. Mary L. Coleman, 
J. M. Critchlow and C. H. Harroun. 

Executive committees for the various fields were elected as follows: Por- 
tuguese Hast Africa, R. J. Jacobs, Carroll Smith and Miss Mae P. Armstrong; 
India, S. D. Casberg, W. N. Thuline and Miss Effie L. Southworth; Japan, R. 
W. Millican, Miss Gertrude D. Aylard and Miss Ruth Mylander; Southern Cal- 
ifornia home mission work, A. G. Ball, Mrs. Clara R. Freeland and B. H. Pear- 
son; California Conference, home mission work, J. 8S. MacGeary, C. L. Manning 
and Mrs. Mabel Cochrane. 

Superintendents were elected as follows: The Transvaal, Jules Ryff; 
China, EB. P. Ashcraft; Dominican Republic, H. F. Johnson; Southern Califor- 
nia for home missions, B. H. Pearson. 

The following treasurers were elected: Portuguese East Africa and the 
Transvaal, Jules Ryff; India, Miss Louise D. Calkins; China, Miss Bernice M. 
Wood; Japan, Miss Gertrude D. Aylard; Dominican Republic, Miss Eva Whif- 
fen; Southern California, Mrs. Clara R. Freeland; California, Rev. C. L. Man- 
ning; Panama and Canal Zone, Rey. B. L. Beegle. 

The secretary was authorized and requested to secure a man and his wife 
for Portuguese Hast Africa. 

It was ordered that a letter be written to our retiring bishop, Rev. W. H. 
Clark, who is ill, expressing the sympathy of the Board, 

The Missionary Board concurred in an action which was taken by the HEx- 
ecutive Committee, whereby the Japan Conference was placed in the list of Pa- 
cific Coast conferences, to be presided over by the bishop holding those confer- 
ences, or his appointee. 

Because of health conditions, a furlough was granted to Rey. and Mrs. B. 
L. Beegle, of Panama, whenever in their judgment and the judgment of the 
missionary secretary it should be deemed necessary. 
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It was ordered that the week of May 17-23, 1926, should be observed as a 
week of Self-denial and prayer for missions. 

Much consideration was given to our home mission work on the Pacific 
Coast. It was the sense of the Board that, as soon as it can be brought about, 
these missions should be supplied with Japanese and Mexican pastors and that, 
as soon as possible, this work should become self-supporting. The Board ap- 
pealed to the young people and Christian workers of the Southern California 
Conference to offer free service for work among the Japanese and Mexican peo- 
ple. A vote of thanks was tendered by the Board to our American churches and 
the Japanese and Mexican societies in Southern California for their sacrifices 
which have made it possible to secure valuable properties which have been 
deeded to this Board. The Board requested that because of financial condi- 
tions the expansion which has been going on so rapidly for the past two or three 
years should not be continued further at the present time. 

December 14 to 20 was appointed as a Week of Prayer, at which time the 
church was asked to pray especially for the International Congress which is to 
meet in Peking, China, December 18, for the purpose of revising the treaties 
which will greatly affect the missionaries and missionary work. The church is 
also asked during that week to pray for funds for carrying forward our work 
and for a special outpouring of the Spirit on all of our missionaries. 

The Board voted that, on account of shortage of funds and proper housing 
conditions in China, it is unwise to return any missionaries to that country at 
present, except Miss Kate P. Leininger, who is a trained nurse. 

Furloughs were granted to the following missionaries the coming summer: 
Rey. and Mrs. Carroll Smith and family and Rev. and Mrs. J. W. Haley and 
family of Africa; Rey. and Mrs. Rolland. Davis and family of India; Miss Mat- 
tie J. Peterson and Miss Florence M. Murray, of China; Rev. and Mrs. H. F. 
Johnson and Miss Helen O. Abrams, of the Dominican Republic. 

It was voted that the following missionaries on furlough should be re- 
turned to their fields during the fall of 1926: Rev. and Mrs. F. A. Puffer, to In- 
dia; Rey. and Mrs. H. H. Wagner and Miss Lillian O. Pickens, to Japan; Miss 
Clara M. Hayden, to the Dominican Republic; and Miss Kate P. Leininger, to 
China. 

Bishop Walter A. Sellew and Rey. W. B. Olmstead were elected delegates 
to the Foreign Missions Conference to be held January 12-14, 1926. 

The Board voted to cooperate in two of the regional conferences which are 
to be held during the coming year under the direction of the Home Missions 
Council, viz., one in the West Indies and one in the southwestern part of the 
United States, in the interests of Spanish speaking people. 

Indorsement was given to a paper in the form of a protest from the mis- 
sionaries in China to the American people against the importation of tobacco, 
liquor, and noxious drugs into that country. 

The Board passed resolutions of sympathy upon hearing of the death of 
Dr. Bridgeman, of the American Board, who for many years has been closely 
associated with our missionaries in Africa. i 

Appropriations were made amounting to $159,764 for foreign and home mis- 
sions and $10,120 for general missions. . 

The Board tendered a vote of thanks to the Woman’s Missionary Society 
for a special gift from their contingent fund amounting to $2,900. 

The missionary secretary was authorized to raise $1,200 for a printing 
press and outfit which is so greatly needed in the Dominican Republic. 

Mrs. Emma B. Vinson was elected as a general missionary. 

It was ordered that the next session of the General Missionary Board shall 
convene on Thursday, October 21, 1926, at 2 o’clock P. mM. 


MISSIONARY SECRETARY’S REPORT 


We have reason for thanksgiving to God for His blessing on our mission 
work during the past year and for His preserving care over our missionaries. 
There has been some sickness, but this has not broken our ranks, and at pres- 
ent, with one or two exceptions, all are much improved in health. The reports 
show that all of the missionaries have a good religious experience and in some 
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fields there have been great outpourings of the Spirit. Not including those on 
furlough, there are at present eighty missionaries on the field, distributed as 
follows: In South Africa, 10; Portuguese East Africa, 14; India, 16; China, 
21; Japan, 6; Dominican Republic, 11; Panama, 2. In the home mission work 
in America the Board is supporting twenty preachers and workers in whole or 
in part. During the year the movement of missionaries to and from the fields 
has been large. Those who have been returned on furlough are: Rey. and 
Mrs. Wagner and Miss Lillian Pickens, from Japan; Rey. and Mrs. Jacob Schaf- 
fer and Miss Kate Leininger, from China; Rev. and Mrs. Floyd Puffer, from In- 
dia; Rev. and Mrs. N. B. Ghormley and Rey. and Mrs. A. M. Anderson, from , 
Africa; Miss Clara Hayden, from the Dominican Republic. Dr. and Mrs. Back- 
enstoe are now returning, and are expected to arrive in this country the last of 
November. Miss Adelaide Latshaw, of Portuguese East Africa, is expected to 
arrive about Christmas time. This makes a total of sixteen missionaries and 
two children who have returned. 

Those who have been returned to the field from furlough are: Rev. and 
Mrs. Jules Ryff and two children to the Transvaal, and Mrs. Lydia O. Gaudin, 
to Portuguese East Africa; Rev. and Mrs. Ashcraft and Bernice M. Wood, to 
China; Rey. and Mrs. Thuline and children, to India; Miss Ruth Mylander, to 
Japan. 

The new missionaries sent out during the year are: Miss Mae Smith, to 
the Dominican Republic; Mr. Harry James Green and Dr. Alta Sager Green 
and their son, and Miss Bessie Reid, to China; Rey. and Mrs. F. F. Warren and 
their child, to Japan. 

This makes a total of fifteen missionaries and six children who have been 
sent to the field. It will thus be seen that thirty-one’ missionaries and eight 
missionaries’ children have crossed the ocean during the past year. 


SPIRITUAL INTERESTS 


The reports show that there is a good spiritual interest on all of our fields. 
In China, notwithstanding the recent trouble, the work appears to be going for- 
ward as usual. Conditions in China will be considered in a separate paper. In 
the Dominican Republic the issue is at last clearly drawn between the mission- 
aries and the Catholic priests, and the Lord has given us some great victories. 
Real progress has been made in Japan. The new First Church is about com- 
pleted. The organization of the conference has stabilized the church as noth- 
ing else could have done. A determined effort is being made to evangelize our 
entire territory. The mission in India is apparently in a good spiritual condi- 
tion. The work in that country will be considered in a separate paper. The 
Africa missions-are going forward as usual. 


EDUCATIONAL WORK 


The educational program which the Board has undertaken is very impor- 
tant. A Bible training school is necessary if Christianity is to be permanently 
established and is to become indigenous in a heathen country. But the Bible 
training school calls for the preparatory work of the primary and middle 
schools in those countries where the education of the children and youth is be- 
ing neglected. In Japan such schools are not necessary. But in practically all 
of the other countries where we are working we are obliged to pay attention to 
elementary training and it becomes necessary to carry on schools for the lower 
grades. Our Bible training schools in Japan, China, India, and the Dominican 
Republie are all strong factors in the work, and their importance can hardly 
be overestimated. 

STATISTICS 

The statistics show that in South Africa there has been an increase of 15 
members and probationers, which brings the membership up to 731. In that 
conference there are 39 native preachers and Bible women. ° 

In Portuguese East Africa we have 82 native preachers and 83 womer 
workers whom we support in whole or in part, and in the Transvaal there are 
70 evangelists and teachers, but 58 of these are giving only a part of their 
time to the work. This makes a total of over 150 male workers and more than 
half as many more female workers who are laboring under this mission. There 
has been an increase in full members over all losses of 485. This makes the 
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total membership of Portuguese East Africa and the Transvaal 2,477. There 
has been a decrease of five in the number of Sunday-schools, but an increase of 
436 in the number of Sunday-school scholars, so that the present enrolment in 
the Sunday-school is 4,109. 

India reports an increase of 18 members.- The other statistics vary but 
slightly from those given last year. 

The statistics show that Japan has merely held her own. This comes 
about because of the slump in membership in Osaka First Church following the 
fire. At that time it was difficult to find a place in which to worship and the 
church was scattered, but at last they succeeded in securing the large audito- 
rium of a fine school building some distance away from the site of the church. 
It was with the greatest difficulty that the church was held together. There 
was a large loss principally among the probationers. Now that the church is 
rebuilt an effort will be made to recover the loss. The church is strong spirit- 
ually and is located in the heart of Osaka,. the commercial center of Japan. 
The other societies in Japan record a healthy growth, some of them having 
nearly doubled. There are fifteen ordained Japanese preachers in the confer- 
ence, besides a number of unordained preachers and Bible women. 

In the Dominican Republic there has been a gain of 36 in membership. The 
other statistics are slightly in advance of last year. 

In Panama there has been an increase which overcame some heavy losses, 
and shows a gain of six in membership. In the Sunday-school enrolment there 
has been an increase of one hundred fifty. 

China reports a gain of 82 in membership and the mission is employing 
eight more native evangelists and Bible women than last year. There has also 
been an increase in the number of Sunday-schools and in the Sunday-school en- 
rolment. : 

The total increase in membership, including probationers, on the foreign 
fields last year was 411, which makes our present membership 5,628. 


NATIVE SELF-SUPPORT 


Some of our mission work is becoming self-supporting. For a number of 
years the salaries of Mr. and Mrs. Woods at Fair View, South Africa, have 
been paid from the returns of the farm, and each year there has been some 
money over to apply towards our Africa mission work. 

Our missionaries who are in charge of the work in the Transvaal are as- 
sisted by a corps of sixty native preachers and evangelists, who have preaching 
appointments and schools at fifty different points. The native Christians here 
are the men who work in the mines who receive regular wages and who are be- 
ing trained to give to the support of the gospel. For a number of years the 
General Missionary Board has been asked to appropriate nothing to this large 
and prosperous work except the support of the missionary in charge. In Por- 
tuguese East Africa the conference claims are fixed by the mission, and the na- 
tive church is entering enthusiastically upon the work of self-support. The na- 
tive contributions in Portuguese Hast Africa and the Transvaal during the past 
year have been over $4,000. 

Our mission work in Japan has reached a very prosperous state in self- 
support. Several of the churches are running almost entirely independent of 
the Missionary Board as far as the appropriations are concerned. The chapter 
in the Discipline adopted at the last General Conference provides for full self- 
support in a very few years. This past year, the Japanese Christians have con- 
tributed 14,450 yen or $7,225. Last year the contributions for the native church 
on all our fields was $11,386. This year the native contributions amount to 
$12,424, which is an increase of $1,038. We are keeping the question of self- 
support constantly before our missionaries and, through them, before the na- 
tive church. We look forward to the time, a few years hence, when our native 
grange and Bible women will be supported almost entirely by the native 
church. : 


HOME MISSIONS 


Our home mission work has prospered during the past year, and at nearly 
every point there has been a good increase in membership and in the Sunday- 
school enrolment. 
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In Panama and the Canal Zone there has been a good increase in member- 
ship and a large gain in the Sunday-school enrolment. Brother and Sister Bee- 
gle have been doing good work. 

The home missionary work we are carrying on in California among the 
Mexicans and Japanese is advancing rapidly, especially among the Mexicans. A 
new building has been erected on the Main Street property which will not only 
be a center for the Mexican work but also for all the home mission work we are 
doing in Southern California. There are many problems in connection with all 
work among foreigners, but the Lord has helped those in charge to overcome 
many of the obstacles that have arisen, and the belief is that a foundation is 
being laid for a strong work in the future. One of the principal difficulties in 
the Japanese work is the lack of Japanese pastors. Success among these peo- 
ple is dependent upon pastors of their own nationality. The Japanese church 
in Berkeley is prospering and is self-supporting. It is expected that a Japanese 
pastor will be secured directly from Japan for this church. Some work has 
been done by the superintendent of the northern territory around Berkeley and 
along the Pacific Coast in Oregon and the state of Washington. The Indian 
school at Ione is now practically self-supporting. 

The work in the Kentucky hills is being carried on by four single women. 
They are holding services and Sunday-schools at three different points near 
Oakdale. They report good meetings with some success in the work. 

The Italian work in Melrose Park, under the supervision of the pastor of 
the Melrose Park Free Methodist Church, has been doing well. During the year 
a good property has been secured which is deeded to the General Missionary 
Board, but which is being paid for by money raised outside of the Board’s reg- 
ular funds. The interest is increasing and we are looking forward to the time 
when there will be a good, strong, self-supporting Italian church at this place. 

We. also are still assisting in the support of the Indian Mission which is 
in the Hast Ontario Conference, and is really under the direction of that con- 
ference. 

In handling the problems that have come to me in connection with this” 
work I wish to acknowledge the helpful suggestions and hearty cooperation of 
the home missions secretary of the Woman’s Missionary Society. The assist- 
ance given has been appreciated. 


CONCLUSION 


In some respects the past year has been a most difficult and trying one. 
The shortage of funds has put a constant strain upon us and has caused much 
extra work. But it is not the extra work or the financial strain that causes our 
real burden. Our entire office and field force is ready for any amount of hard 
work. Why, then, are we burdened at times almost beyond measure? The rea- 
sons are many. It is because that through lack of funds fields which are now 
ready for harvest must either be abandoned or so curtailed that the labor of 
years will be largely lost; it is because I can distinctly hear the cry of a great 
company of men and women, and boys and girls, in Mozambique, and Berar, 
India, and Honan, China, and Southern California, and, in fact, in every country 
where we have been laboring, calling to us for help; calling to us because in 
most cases while we continue in the field no one else will enter, and we are re- 
sponsible for their enlightenment and salvation, and yet because of a shortage 
of funds we have been able to do but very little for them; it is because we have 
between one and two hundred noble young people in the Free Methodist Church 
who have given themselves to God and the church for foreign and home mis- 
sionary work, and who are now making preparation with that one purpose in 
view, but for whose outgoing we do not have the necessary funds; it is because 
of a lack of interest on the part of many of our preachers, without whose help 
it will be impossible to carry on this work. These are some of the reasons that 
have made the burden heavy. But we have not lost faith. God lives. In one 
of the darkest days of the Civil War when Frederick Douglass, an eloquent col- 
ored orator, was painting a discouraging picture with respect to the prospect 
of freeing the slaves, Sojourner Truth, a colored woman whom God had great- 
ly used in arousing the people, electrified the audience by stepping out on the 
platform and, pointing her index finger at Mr. Douglass, called out, “Frederick,

. REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT MISSIONARY SECRETARY 


During the past year my work has been entirely in the field. I labored in 
the Central Illinois, Kansas, Oklahoma, West Kansas, Southern California, 
California, Washington, Oregon, Southern Oregon, and the Wabash Confer- 
ences. In addition I attended a group of five camp meetings and ten confer- 
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ences in the interest of the missionary work. The cooperation of pastors and 
the leaders of the Woman’s Missionary Society has been all that I could desire 
and the response from our people has been, in general, very encouraging. Offer- 
ings and pledges to the amount of approximately $18,000 have been given in the 
services in which I took part. Also, in the Kansas and Oklahoma Conferences 
the pastors’ item for missions was budgeted with that of Stewardship Fund 
and the Junior College. In the places in these conferences where I labored for 
a month, half of the entire program was placed on subscription cards ‘on a 
weekly payment basis. 

The Missionary Board at its last annual meeting approved of the weekly 
offering method by use of the duplex envelope. Not less than fourteen confer- 
ences have approved this method, part of them this year and part the preceding 
year. Some pastors have put it into operation with marked success and are 
enthusiastic over the results obtained. Unfortunately in other cases there has 
been a failure to use the method. In this matter, as in a great many others, 
the pastor is the key to the success of our general work. 

I have been conscious of very much of the Lord’s presence during the en- 
tire year and have enjoyed the fellowship and cooperation of God’s people in 
the different sections of the church where I have labored. The recent tour of 
the eastern conferences, during which time Mrs. Vinson accompanied me, was 
especially encouraging, and I am grateful to the Lord for the special sense of 
His presence that I have felt during the entire year. 





REPORT OF THE FIELD SECRETARY 


To THE PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF THE BOARD :— 

After having served as field secretary of the Board for nearly fourteen 
years with Brothers Winget, MacGeary and Olmstead, I am made to realize that 
my heart is more and more wedded to our missionary work. 

Since our youngest child, Edna, has felt a distinct call to missionary work, 
and expects in His providence to serve some day in Africa, we have been drawn 
out as never before in prayer for all our fields and missionaries. 

We have sought, the best we have known, to advance the interests of our 
missionary work in every way in our public and private service. My wife has 
been with me the greater part of the year and has given of her strength and 
talent as far as possible in holding missionary meetings, securing subscriptions 
for the Missionary Tidings, and that not a few. 

We have traveled 18,454 miles by rail and auto, and have averaged nearly 
Six services each week in the interests of our home and foreign work. Have 
held eight ten-day meetings, dedicated two churches, attended eight confer- 
ences in the interests of missions, and held three of the same. 

In each of the special meetings and camp meetings from five to twenty or 
more have united with the church. God has been pleased to permit us to see 
His power and glory as manifest in the salvation of souls, as in all our min- 
istry. : 

It has been impossible to consider many invitations, and I have had to re- 
fuse fourteen ten-day meetings, ten camp meetings, two dedications, and to pre- 
side at two conferences. Our wish has often been that there were many more 
days in the year. 

In all our travels we have received the most cordial welcome and have been 
cared for in a gracious and hospitable manner, of which we feel very unworthy. 

The Lord has enabled us to secure the support of many native workers as 
well as that of four of our missionaries in China, and two in Africa through in- 
-dividuals for indefinite periods. One supporter is a member of the Presbyterian 
‘Church, and a member of the Lutheran Church contributed one hundred dollars. 
Considerable has been realized from persons outside the church. 

The following amounts have been raised during the past year closing Sep- 
tember 38, 1925: Subscriptions, $12,498.00; annuities, $2,500.00; property 
deeded, $12,800.00, and $7,565.75 in cash, a total of $41,363.75. ‘The greater 
part of cash and subscriptions raised has been credited to the W. M. S. 

My expenses during the year have amounted to $386.08, which have been 
paid from money given for assisting in meetings, and handed me personally, 
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which amounted to $670.23. I have paid to the treasurer of this amount $209.50, 
leaving in my hands to use in attending the five southern conferences $74.65, 
of which I still have over $25.00. 

We were never more conscious of our dependence on God, and would ex- 
press our gratitude to Him for His great love and care so manifest. Our daily 
-prayer throughout the year has been for greater power to persuade men to be 
reconciled to our Lord, and that we be made more efficient in His service.

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REPORT OF THE W. M. S. ANNUAL EXECUTIVE MEETING 


The twenty-second annual session of the W. M. S. Pxecutive Committee 
opened at 10 a. m., October 19, 1925, at the headquarters in the Publishing 
House, Chicago, Illinois, Mrs. M. L. Coleman, president, in the chair. All the 
members of the committee were present except Mrs. Muflitt, who arrived later 
in the day, Mrs. Benn, who was absent on account of illness, and Mrs. Griffith, 
who was detained in Wisconsin by the death of her mother. Mrs. Delia M. Wil- 
son, an honored member of the Advisory Committee, was present throughout 
and gave a touching greeting later. Miss Helen I. Root, traveling secretary, 
and Miss Nellie Reed, missionary on furlough from Africa, attended also, and 
many visitors came in from time to time. 

As always, the presence of the Lord was very manifest, the “seasons of 
ite were times of refreshing. A warm spirit of Christian fellowship pre- 
vailed. 

The president reported a full year of work, mostly by correspondence, coy- 
ering the whole scope of our missionary task as a society, and repeatedly 
sounded the call to prayer in view of its urgent necessities. 

Both vice-presidents gave brief, inspiring reports. 

The treasurer’s report showed $136,535.84 received from all sources, a lit- 
tle less from the W. M. S. and a good deal more from the Y. P. M. S. than the 
year before. 

The editor of the Missionary Tidings, Miss A. P. Carpenter, reported her 
activities in behalf of our excellent publication, and urged the necessity of a 
large increase in circulation. Many expressions of appreciation were heard, 
and her report was adopted with thanks. 

As literature agent she gave fascinating glimpses of the new missionary 
books and made valuable suggestions for the promotion of their sale and use. 
The book sales indicate a fairly prosperous year, with little gain or loss. New 
literature blanks were ordered made and will be sent to our agents. 

The mission study secretary, Mrs. ©. T. Burritt, showed decidedly the 
growing interest in this important feature of the work. The home mission 
book, “Peasant Pioneers,’ was in the main commended and attention called to 
the new booklet on Mexican Missions by B. H. Pearson. The foreign study 
book, “Prayer and Missions,” was highly recommended for its deep spiritual 
content, but attention was called to the fact that we do not indorse any illus- 
trations or any statements in any of the books which are not in full harmony 
with our standards. 

An excellent report of the box work was sent by the superintendent, Mrs. 
Mary F. Coffee, showing a total of $3,827.04 spent in this work. After consul- 
tation with the missionary secretary, the whole matter of the expediency of 
continuing to send supplies to the foreign field was carefully considered and 
the following action taken: 


“In view of the fact that the missionary treasury is greatly 
depleted and that the missionary boxes are too often a cost to the 
missionaries or to the conference that is sending them, equal to or 
in excess of their value, it is the sense of this committee that the 
sending of boxes to the foreign field be confined to personal gifts, 
eared for and fully paid for by the individuals making such gifts, 
and that no credit be given.” tot 

The traveling secretary, Miss Helen I. Root, reported her circuit-to-circuit 
work throughout eight conferences and in eight summer camps, having traveled 
more than fifteen thousand miles in a Ford and held a very large number of 
meetings and workers’ conferences. Her report was accepted with words of 
cordial appreciation of her heroic labors. 

In the regretted absence of the home missions secretary, Mrs. Griffith, her 
husband, Rey. G. W. Griffith, briefly mentioned a few points in the report she 
had hoped to present. He said that more complete conference reports had been 
received this year, showing cordial cooperation in the work, especially in local 
evangelism and in the stewardship campaign. 

The superintendent of young people, Mrs. Wi. L. Hogue, gave a most en- 
couraging report of the growth of this auxiliary, thirty-nine more societies, 
1,486 more members, and $4,752.39 additional gifts. 
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The superintendent of the Juniors, Mrs. H. BE. Barnes, reported a gain of 
12 societies and 551 new members, splendid young recruits for the missionary 
forces. 

The corresponding secretary, Mrs. C. T. Bolles, reported a very encouraging 

’ gain in the membership in all societies—an increase of active members of 542, 
of honorary members 50, of Young People, 1,436, of Juniors, 551, a total gain 
of 2,469. Per capita giving for the Juniors alone was 77 cents; for the Young 
People, $2.59 2/3, and for the W. M. S., $7.081/2. Counting all the members of 
the three branches, $4.82 1/2 per capita. 

Rev. W. B. Olmstead presented plans for the furtherance of the work, offer- 
‘ing valuable suggestions and receiving assurance of continued cooperation. 

Rey. W. W. Vinson, assistant missionary secretary, spoke on the possibility 
of increasing missionary contributions through the use of the duplex envelope. 

Rey. B. H. Pearson, superintendent of the Mexican Mission in California, 
Miss Nellie Reed, from Portuguese East Africa, Miss Clara Hayden and Miss 
Doane Avery, from the Dominican Republic, in stirring words gave glimpses 
of the precious fruitage of the work in their respective fields. Miss Kate Lein- 
inger was also present. 

Mrs. W. B. Olmstead, greeting the committee, gave rich encouragement, 
quoting, “By the side of the immeasurable task we must place the immeasurable 
resources of God.” <A similar note was struck by Mrs. Warner, wife of the 
bishop, in her earnest call to prevailing prayer.

REPORT OF THE W. M. S. CORRESPONDING SECRETARY, 
1924-1925 


From the reports of the conferences we take courage for the future, and 
we can truly say, “Hitherto hath the Lord helped us.” One evidence of this 
is seen in the fact that nearly every column in our statistical report for this 
year shows a gain over the previous year. While we wish we could be assured 
that all of our reporting was an accurate statement of membership in each con- 
ference, we do believe there is improvement in this, and an evident deepening 
of interest in our missionary responsibilities throughout the church. Assured 
that God has answered prayer, does answer prayer, and will answer the “fer- 
vent” prayer of righteous men and women, we thank Him for the past and we 
purpose to press towards the goal—a part in the “teaching of all nations,” and 
“watching unto prayer’ for that day when our Christ shall come to “gather” 
His own together—‘“a multitude that no man could number.” 

We thank God for giving us all a place to “fill.” Let us train ourselves 
and pray that we may become 100% in our service. 

One of the noticeable gains in the work, while not-large, is hopeful—the 
gain in local societies. We trust the twenty-six new societies may indicate an 
enlarged vision and more money coming. 

Only a few of the conferences have added more than 100 active members. 
Hast Michigan, 147; Ohio, 103; Oil City, 146. Those gaining 50 or over were 
Georgia and Florida, 50; Iowa, 59; Kentucky and Tennessee, 58; Southern Cali- 
fornia, 58. 

There is no marked change in the number of honorary members except as 
Ohio gained 59 and Georgia and Florida, 27, while East Ontario showed a loss 
of 60. 

Minnesota and Northern Iowa and the North Minnesota have each gained 
11 new life members. : 

There have been very material gains among the Young People—39 new. 
societies and 1,486 new members. See report of the superintendent of Young 
People in this division of the Minutes. 

Among the Juniors there are some fine gains—Genesee, 100; Ohio, 64; Oil 
City, 296; Wabash, 105; Washington, 138; West Iowa, 65; Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, 4 societies with 78 members. But not all have made gains, for Central 
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Illinois shows a loss of 114 Juniors; Columbia River, 65; Hast Ontario, 87; 
North Michigan, 92; Oklahoma, 92. See report.of superintendent of Junior 
work in this division of the Minutes. 

The total number of all members given shows interesting gains, though 
not in all conferences: Hast Michigan, 138; Genesee, 143; Iowa, 118; Kentucky 
and Tennessee, 161; Louisiana, 121; Ohio, 276; Oil City, 512; Oregon, 189; 
Pittsburgh, 273; Saskatchewan, 373; Southern California, 231;. Wabash, 127; 
Washington, 197; others a lesser gain. 

A summary of our statistical report shows the following conditions: Num- 
ber of districts, 120, a gain of 3; local societies, 805, a gain of 26; active mem- 
bership, 12,388, a gain of 542; honorary members, 3,247, a gain of 50; Young 
People, 338 societies, a gain of 39; members, 6,078, a gain of 1,486; Junior So- 
cieties, 467, a gain of 12; Juniors, 9,441, a gain of 551. A total of all member- 
ships is given as 31,456, showing a gain of 2,469, which is encouraging, and we 
hope for a larger interest in the future. 

We invite continued and increasing cooperation of the whole church in the

REPORT OF THE Y. P. M. S. SUPERINTENDENT 


There have been material gains in the Young People’s Missionary Society 
during the past year. The Genesee Conference has added nine societies and 
146 members; Ohio, four societies and fifty members; Oregon, seven societies 
and 143 members; Pittsburgh, five societies, 234 members; Saskatchewan, five 
societies, 344 members; Southern California, one society, 74 members; Wash- 
ington, seven societies, 68 members. Kentucky and Tennessee, which had no 
societies a year ago, reports one society and fourteen members. The Kansas 
Conference shows a loss of 102 members and North Michigan a loss of fifty- 
three. The total gain in societies is thirty-nine and in membership 1,284. The 
money raised and sent.to the general treasurer amounted to $15,790.26. But 
best of.all is the marked increase of spiritual interest and leadership among the 
young people. This is the all-important thing—that for which the Young Peo- 
ple’s Missionary Society stands. We are praying that God will bless our young 
people and make them a blessing to the world and to the church.

REPORT OF JUNIOR SUPERINTENDENT 


The past year has brought an increase of 22 Junior Societies, making the 
present number 477; 483 new members, bringing the total membership to 9,373. 
Of this number 919 are Missionary Cradle Roll members from twenty-three con- 
ferences. 

The conferences showing notable gains, numerically and financially, are: 
Kentucky and Tennessee, Louisiana, West Ontario, Wisconsin; while Wash- 
ington, Oklahoma, Central Illinois and Columbia River show decided losses. 
Missouri is the only conference reporting no Junior work. 

With the increases in societies and members, there has been nearly $400 
less raised this year than last, Pittsburgh, Southern California and Michigan 
heading the list of conferences falling short. Per capita giving for the J uniors 
was 7714 cents, an excellent showing. 

There was improvement in reporting, but better work may still be done 
along this line. 

The crying need is for leadership, the task to be undertaken earnestly, 
prayerfully, not alone for. numerical and financial increases, but for the salva- 
tion of the boys and girls. Who will respond?
